The  Story  of  Wilson’s  Aphis  Resistant  Golden  Oval  Muskmelon 

We  originated  it  in  1924  by  crossing  Pollock’s  10-25  on  Schumway’s 
Giant,  and  in  1926  we  noticed  that  some  of  the  vines  were  thrifty,  not  seem¬ 
ing  to  be  affected  by  the  aphis  to  any  marked  degree.  It  occurred  to  me  that 
if  I  should  try  it  might  be  possible  to  develope  a  vine  that  the  aphis  could 
not  kill,  also  retain  the  excellent  quality  and  productiveness  and  at  the  same 
time  depelop  a  very  early  melon.  With  these  three  things  in  mind,  we  set 
out  with  our  work  and  you  can  imagine  our  joy  when,  in  1931,  the  aphis  des¬ 
troyed  most  of  the  melon  vines  in  the  Solomon  Valley,  as  well  as  our  own  16- 
acre  patch.  The  Golden  Oval  resisted  the  attack  on  them  and  continued  to 
and  bear  good  melons.  It  was  then  that  w e  realized  that  we  had  suc¬ 
ceeded  even  beyond  our  expectations  and  had  opened  up  a  new  field  for  fur¬ 
ther  development  work.

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SHALLOWING  THE  EYES  OF  THE  IRISH  COBBLER  POTATO 

Four  years  ago  there;  arose  a  demand  for  some  one  to  develop  an  Irish 
Cobbler  potato  with  shallow  eyes  and  a  shallow  stem  indent  that  would  cut 
away  less  waste  in  peeling.  We  purchased  two  bushels  of  sslected  seed  pota¬ 
toes  then  set  to  work  re-selecting  them  again  and  got  about  onet-half  bushel 
of  seed  from  them  to  start  our  experiment  with.  We  then  selected  them 
again  and  so  on,  and  are  glad  to  say  that  after  four  years’  work  with  them 
we  have  met  with  a  degree  of  success.  The  eyes  are  much  shallower  and  the 
dent  at  the  stem  end  is  much  shallower  than  they  were  in  the  original  stock. 
We  do  not  have  any  of  this  seed  to  offer  this  year  as  we  figure  it  will  be  two 
or  three  years  yet  before  we  should  release  any  of  them.  As  near  as  wa  can 
figure  at  the  present  time,  it  will  cost  less  than  $1,000  to  produce  the  first
